News Break Came 11 p.m. Monday 


Steady Flow of Supplies for Allied Anzio Beachhead 


Many Sat Up All Night to 
Hear News Flashes; Expect 
Local Boys in Action. 

Local citizens, like all others 
throughout the Allied world, 
listened with intense interest to 
the news 'flashes which told of 
the Allied invasion iof Hitler’s 
Europe. 

The first news ibreak on the 
historic event came on the 11 p.m. 
newscast fnom Vancouver, Mon¬ 
day. The commentator warned 
his listeners that it was a Ger¬ 
man report and was without con¬ 
firmation from Allied capitals. 
The report was to the effect 
that Allied landings were being 
made on the coast and that 
Allied paratroopers were landing 
behind enemy lines. Some listen^ 
ers turned to the American sta¬ 
tions and the Columbia System 
took its listeners to its New 
York news room where uncon¬ 
firmed reports were coming off 
the teletype. It took them on a 
word picture tour of its 
equipment of Reuters, Associated 
Press and other news agencies’ 
teletypes and read news despat¬ 
ches being taken from them. 
Then London was heard from,

Following a month’s illness, 
George Reubin Powell, 84, 1919 
25A St. W., Calgary died Tues¬ 
day, May 30, in hospital. 

Born in Norwood, Ont., Mr. 
Powell came west to Taber in 
1908. He lived there untill 1920, 
when he moved to Coleman, 
where he operated Powell’s 
jewelry store. Retiring in 1936, 
he moved to Calgary to live with 
his son, R. G. Powell. 

Mr. Powell was a charter 
pastmaster of Doric Lodge, No. 
433, Grand Registry of Canada, 
A.F.& A.M., Little Current, Ont. 
and he was a member of the 
Presbyterian church. 

Besides his son, Mr. Powell is 
survived by two sisters, Mrs. C.

Minn., and a brother, I. B. Powell 
of Greenwich, N. Y. 

Mrs. Powell and daughter 
Mrs. Robert Carson, died in 
Brandon,Mian., in 1936.

While in Coleman the late Mr.

Supplies to the Allied beachhead at Anzio and Nettuno 
were maintained despite every effort of the enemy to in¬ 
terrupt the steady flow of materials. Ships had been at¬ 
tacked by radio- controlled glider bombs, submarines and 
fighter bombers. The enemey had also tried to disrupt 
operations by long range artillery shelling with 210 and 
17 mm. guns. 

Supplies came in Liberty Ships which anchored off shore 
and unloaded their cargoes into L.C.T.’s and Ducks. L. S. 
T.’s arrived with loaded supply lorries, which drove 
straight off to the dumps, thereby clearing the harbour 
.yery rapidly. The supplies arer scattered all over the 
bridgehead in mixed dumps, so that if one is hit the fire 
program is not affected.

THE BATTLE OF FRANCE 
World War 2 entered a new f&iase on Tuesday, June 
6, when word flashed throughout the world that the 
Allied armies had opened the long awaited Second 
Front. The battle of France to be ultimately followed 
by The Death of Nazism had begun. The unexpected 
advances by the Allies against light German opposi¬ 
tion in the initial day of the invasion is not likely to 
continue for any length of time. However time is on 
the side of the Allies to help consolidate beach-heads 
and bring in additional thousands of troops. It was 
a Day of Prayer in cities, towns and villages through¬ 
out the Allied ^pprld, Prayer asking Devine help on 
the crusade of liberation. 


LOCAL MEN MAY BE IN ATTACK 

Since Canadian units played a major role in the in¬ 
vasion it is quite probable that some Coleman and 
Pass men may be taking an active part. Many have 
been awaiting this day for four years. To the mothers 
and wives of those men it is now a period of anxiety. 
To the soldiers themselves it is the most thrilling epi¬ 
sode in their lives. Satisfaction can be gained from 
the acknowledged fact that the foot soldier has the 
protection of the greatest air and naval armadas in 
history and that he has nothing to fear from attack 
either from the air or sea. 

Outside of the report that losses in men, ships guns 
and planes have been light, Gen. Eisenhower is only 
releasing information of a general nature and it will 
be several days yet before detailed communiques are 
given.

CIVIC ART CENTRES AS WAR MEMORIALS 

On occasions such as drama festivals, concerts, Vic¬ 
tory Loan concerts, etc. the need of a larger Commun¬ 
ity hall than Coleman possesses has been brought 
sharply to the fore as many citizens are turned away, 
unable to gain admittance, thus losing an evening’s 
entertainment hr themselves and depriving some local 
organization of revenue to help carry on its commun¬ 
ity activities. 

It was with interest therefore that we read the fol¬ 
lowing article written by F. D. L. Smith and appearing 
in the Toronto Globe And Mail. Coleman would do 
well to give his suggestion serious thought. * 

“As the second World War draws toward a close 
communities in different parts of Canada begin to think 
of memorials to the gallant young who have died, or 
will have died, for King and Country, the British-Com- 
monwealth-Empire, and human freedom. Will these 
memorials take the form of statues or monuments in 
stone, marble or bronze as after former wars? Or will 
these traditional tributes yield place this time to liv¬ 
ing memorials in keeping with the ideals for which 
our young men and women have given so much? 

ART CENTRE SUGGESTED 

Some war memorials, commemorating former armed 
conflicts and victories, are things of beauty which will 
carry inspiration to successive generations. Hundreds 
©f less-imposing cenotaphs and monuments have their places 
in cities, towns and villages and at country cross-roads. These 
lines are written to suggest that the coming triumph over the 
Axis powers be celebrated by the erection in cities and towns 
all across Canada of civic art centres that will foster the free¬ 
dom and the culture in defence of which so much blood and 
treasure have been, and are still being poured out. 

“Art Centres” is used in a broad sense. The proposal is that 
these be so situated and so designed as to provide the local 
community with modernized accommodation for the drama, 
musical activities, lectures, political gatherings and conventions 
of all kinds. The provision of such facilities should be under¬ 
taken on a nation-wide scale. Governments - Federal, Provin¬ 
cial and municipal — should co-operate to this end. All three 
should contribute to the capital outlay involved. They should 
do so out of the funds that will be allocated for reconstruction 
purposes.

B ringing to 41 the awards for 
heroism which Canadian Paci¬ 
fic seagoing personnel has won in 
this war these officers have been 
honored by the King “for good 
services” in vessels from among 
the 20 Canadian Pacific ships 
taken over by the Admiralty since 
1939. 

They are from among'the"?,488 
company men now on Admiralty 
service, with an additional 1,010 
on "Mont” ships being used as 
armed cruisers and 101 in shore 
posts. Of the 18 ocean liners and 
fast-freighters and the two Brit¬ 
ish Columbia Coast Service ves¬ 
sels in which they went to war 
nine have been announced as lost 
— two from the peacetime Pacific 
fleet, four from Atlantic runs and 
one from the coast service.

Shortage Of Wood 

Munitions Minister Urges People To 
Prepare For Next Winter 
Munitions Minister Howe warned 
in a statement that despite the 
mildness of last winter and the im¬ 
provement in stocks Canada faces 
the possibility of a shortage of wood 
These [ fuel next winter. 

To help prevent such a shortage

Malaria Mosquito 

Deadly War Is Being Waged On The 
Home Front 

War against the deadly malaria 
mosquito is being waged on the home 
front. In Canada health authorities 
are beginning to worry that the dis¬ 
ease, which has been dormant for 
more than half a century, may be 
brought back to Canada by returning 
troops from the Mediterranean area; 
that men who hase recovered from 
the disease may pass on the bug by 
way of the mosquitoes here, known 
as Anopheles. 

Already malaria control is being 
carried out extensively in the United 
States by dusting mosquito areas 
from airplanes and the use of oil on 
stagnant water. 

“Miss Ann”, which is the soldier’s 
name for the Anopheles malaria¬ 
carrying mosquito, breeds fast on 
warm Spring days and in water 
allowed to stagnate after seasonal 
rains. And because this fragile-ap¬ 
pearing, but deadly mosquito is re¬ 
sponsible for this war’s worst disease, 
U.S. health authorities have begun 
their greatest offensive to extermin¬ 
ate her.

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ALLIED ARMY TROOPS TAKE 
HISTORIC ROME AFTER FIERCE 
RATTLE THROUGH THE SUBURRS 


Watching Progress Of Battle 


AMERICAN RASES ON RUSSIAN 
SOIL PRESENTS GERMANY WITH 
A NEW PROBLEM OF COMBAT 


NAPLES.—Allied 5th Army troops I 
from the old Anzio beachhead cap¬ 
tured historic Rome after a fierce | 
battle through suburbs of the Eternal 
City. 

The mopup of the heart of Rome— ! 
the first European capital to fall to 
Allied troops—was completed as an 
Allied force knocked out the last 
German rearguard unit in front of 
the Bank of Italy, almost within the 
shadow of Trajan's column. 

Front despatches said the troops 
which drove into Rome included 
Sherman tanks and American and 
Canadian infantrymen. 

To the north of the city planes 
battered at fleeing German transports, 
wrecking or damaging at least 600 
motor vehicles, as the Allied forces 
sought to annihilate the remaining 
Nazi divisions in Italy. 

The huge air-wrought toll of Nazi 
transports on congested roads north 
of' Rome indicated the enemy in¬ 
tended no major stand in the ancient 
city. t 

Hysterical with joy, citizens at the 
city’s outskirts amid kisses and tears 
waved on a spearhead of Sherman 
tanks and 150 American and Cana 
dian infantrymen which thrust up the 
Via Casilina and then battered into 
German defenders holding the sub¬ 
urbs, a front dispatch from Associated 
Press Correspondent Daniel de Luce 
said. 

Opposition appeared to be taper 
ing off. 

The enemy made it a battle every 
foot of the way through the suburbs 
into Rome. The Germans hurled all 
they had—tanks, armor and artilery 
— into ’fierce fighting to block the 
Fifth Army steamroller at least until 
they could pull out more of their 
own menaced forces. 

This break into Rome came 24 
days after the Allies unleaslted a 
powerful combined offensive of the 
Fifth and Eighth Armies, and 12 
days after Fifth Army formations 
on the Anzio beachhead started 
their drive aimed direcfly at the 
capital. 


TO SAVE CHINA 

Road lyiust Be Built Within The 
Next Six Months 

VANCOUVER.--The Allies have 
only six months in which to push 
through a road that will provide the 
extremely necessary stream of sup¬ 
plies to China, Most Rev. Paul Yu- 
Pin, Roman Catholic bishop of Nan¬ 
king, said in an interview here. 

The tall Manchurian-born bishop 
is in Vancouver toward the end of 
a year-long aerial tour of the world. 

There was danger that Japanese 
troops will sever China, dividing her 
into two parts doubling the task of 
the Allies in driving them out of 
China, Bishop Yu-Pin said.

His Majesty Inspects Canadians 


CURTIN LOOKS FOR CONTINUED 
COLLABORATION AFTER THE WAR 
OF ALL THE ALLIED NATIONS 


OTTAWA.—The spokesman for a 
bastion of freedom in the Pacific, 
Prime Minister John Curtin of Aus¬ 
tralia, said in an address that he 
looked beyond the war to continued 
collaboration of the British Common¬ 
wealth, the United States, Russia and 
China in maintaining peace. 

Speaking without notes and some¬ 
times with striking gestures, Mr. 
Curtin stood in the green chamber 
of the Canadian commons and de¬ 
clared himself the spokesman of the 
common man in asking that the 
light of reason rather than the sword 
be the instrument of government. 

A Labor man, he spoke with sad¬ 
ness of vast armies being taken 
from useful production to fight other 
vast armies, leaving their people at 
home to bear double burdens. 

Quietly, precisely, he traced the 
development of German despotism, 
the movement of the Japanese 
"assassin in the dark,” both of them 
evil forces against whom the 
must be carried until they are 
ever destroyed”. 

Sometimes his words were drowned 
in applause from the assembled sena¬ 
tors and commoners, as when he 
spoke in admiration of the people of 
the United Kingdom and of the Rus¬ 
sians. 

Canadians had praised Australian 
fighting men, and this had been done 
“handsomely” by Prime Minister 
Mackenzie King and Gordon Gray- 
don, Progressive Conservative house 
leader, who welcomed him. 

"But here in this place may I now 
pay tribute to what the Canadian 
fighting man did, to what the Cana¬ 
dian airman did,” he continued. 

Mr. Curtin said Australians had 
cone into the war because they knew 


that in fighting for world freedom 
and in defence of Britain they were 
in fact fighting for the defence of 
their own country. 

The worst evil which could come 
to the world was that millions of 
people useful in production had to 
be set apart in armies to fight other 
armies. 

“Upon the great nations, then, 
surely there falls the responsibility 
of making it clear that that associa¬ 
tion which war has meant for us, 
meant for Russia, meant for the 
United States, meant for the British 
commonwealth, these three great 
powers, together with China . . . these 
four who have subscribed themselves 
to the charter, means that their 
great resources involve also high re¬ 
sponsibilities,” said Mr. Curtin. 

“What is their major responsi¬ 
bility? Just as they could agree and 
find ways and means to pool their 
j strength to resist a brutal foe who 
; threatened their homes, their liberties 
j and the sovereignty of their peoples 
| in their own affairs, so surely this 
strength, so prodigious in the pres¬ 
ent service of freedom, is a strength 
i which can be maintained and made 
in order to prevent a recur- 
jrence of calamities such as Hitler 
and his Axis collaborators have 
(forced upon an unwilling and indeed 
victimized world." 

It would give Australians great 
pleasure to know they were so 
regarded by- a sister dominion, and 
it would give them stimulus and en¬ 
couragement to carry through to the 
conclusion of the fight against the 
enemies of freedom, so they could 
not regenerate conditions such as 
those now being fought, Mr. Curtin 
isaid. 


SOMEWHERE IN RUSSIA. — A 
large forces of American Flying Fort¬ 
resses, escorted by American Mus¬ 
tangs and Russian Yak fighters, 
bombed Russian-selected targets on 
Romania and then continued east¬ 
ward and landed at new, secretly- 
established bases in the Soviet Union.

The new shuttle-bombing program 
lays open the farthest corners of 
German-controlled territory to the 
weight of Allied bombs and presents 
the Germans with vast new problems 
of combatting Allied air assaults on 
the eve of the western front invasion. 

| Announcement of the landings in 
I Russia said shuttle-bombing was thus 
| inaugurated between Britain, Italy, 
North Africa and Russia. (The 
(Americans’ place of departure was 
not specified, but apparently in this 
instance it was from Italy.) 

This dream of Allied military and 
airmen, which came true, found not 
one but many American bases on 
Russian soil with which Allied 
bombers have brought the war even 
closer heme to Hitler. The effect on 
Romania and Hungary in particular 
was expected to be tremendous. 

Soviet and American ground crews, 
who have wprked side by side for 
months to establish the bases, raced 
out to greet the first planes as they 
rolled onto the landing strips. 

Maj.-Gen. John R. Deans, head of 
the United States military mission to 
Russia, described it as "A brief but 
happy celebration before serving the 
aircraft with fuel and ammunition 
for another call on the Axis en route 
to their home bases in England, Italy 
and Africa." 

Unable to speak Russian, the 
American airmen gaily hailed the 
Russians as "Ivan". The grinning 
Soviet mechanics, ^chosen from

After the Battle of the Solomons, 
No. 13, 1942, he said he had avail¬ 
able one injured aircraft carrier, one 
injured battleship, one uninjured 
cruiser and only a few destroyers.
